Election/Restriction 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-15, drawn to a turning tool, classified in class 82, subclass 1.11. 

II. Claims 16-24, drawn to a method of cutting a pad, classified in class 451, 
subclass 28. 

III. Claims 25-3 1 , drawn to a polishing pad, classified in class 45 1 , subclass 526. 

IV. Claims 32-40, drawn to a grooving machine, classified in class 83, subclass 499. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons:
